AUSTRAL I AM SPORTS. 



Hunting tho Kangaroo and Morso- 
Raciiig, Shooting, all< l Coursliig. 

"By Jovo! look, at Unit fruit stand," 
Bfdd A. A. Clayton, of Melbourne, to 11 
Chronicle reporter tho othor dtvy. "Wo 
huvo no such display us that anywhere 
in tho colonies. Tho lirst tliinjr that 
struck mo on my arrival hero was tho 
wealth of your fruit market. Oh, cer- 
tainly wo grow pood fruit. Tho or- 
anojo groves of Paramatta, in Now 
South Wales, are fiuuoirs all over tho 
oolouios, atid there is a tremendous ox- 
port from Port Jnokson to all parts of 
tho continent 'J'lioy were tried in 
Victoria, but orange culture proved a 
failure In that colon}-. Do I think wo 
would import oranges from California? 
No; decidedly not. Good oranges sell 
there for 25 cents a dozen, and wo can 
atl'ord that," 

"A very dismal picture was drawn 
of tho colony of Now South Wales a 
short time ago. Is it really in a bad 
way?" 

"It is. Tho interests tliero aro of 
wool, and a frioud of mine tolls tuo it 
was perfectly pitiable to soo tho vari- 
ous stations. Men wore continually 
riding round shooting sheep, in order 
to pill them out of their misery. Thou- 
sands were dying for want of water, 
and in many instances they were driven 
long distances for water. Tho country 
for miles was as bare as the palm of 
your band." 

"What is your most interesting sport 
In Australia?" 

"Kangarooing. It is one of the most 
oxciting sports in tho world. Largo 
moots aro organized, partios of from 
twenty to thirty joining in thoso hunts. 
They "rido to tho kangaroo grounds, 
and ono is sighted, tho dogs are releas- 
ed and tho horses aro given their 
heads. If the Australian horse is well 
up in his business, and if you let him 
take you instead of you trying to tako 
iiiin, ho will carry you safely, avoiding 
tlio trees and underbrush. A good 
strong kangaroo will give you a long 
chase, and very often the dogs cannot 
follow him. In tliis ease, when the 
jiorsemap gets up to tho kangaroo, he 
takes oft' his stirrup and strap and 
knocks the animal over the head, which 
effectually stuns him. He is then kill- 
ed and skinned. Tho hindquarters are 
given to tho dogs. Yes, it is good 
enough 'oating, but too strong to bo 
palatable to those of delicate taste. 
Tho tail, on tho contrary, is considered 
by epicures to bo delicious when made 
Into soup." 

"Does tho kangaroo ever kill tho 
dogs?" 

Yes; tho kangaroo is very powerful 
with his hind lops, and will striko at 
tho dogs with them, cutting them into 
pieces. You know the spring they 
make is lrom the tail and the hind legs. 
They aro wonderful creatures, for thoy 
travel just as rapidly when thoy carry 
their young with them in the pouch." 

"How high are they?'' 

"Tlio average size is about four and 
a half feet high, but tlio 'old-man 
kangaroo' is often six leet high, and is 
yory iiorco when cornered, and is 
known to have tipped men ouen with a 
single kick from ono of his liind legs. 
You know wo imported foxos from 
homo into Victoria, just for sport, and 
they have becomo a horrid nuisance, 
especially around Geelong and Pallar- 
at, and tho most ardent votaries of 
sport have no hesitation in shooting 
thorn whenever they have a chance." 

"Do von overshoot tho kangaroos?" 

"Yos" sometimes; but of course 
there is not so much sport as there is 
in riding. We take well-trained dogs, 
which round them and run them past 
you; then wo have the opportunity to 
liro at them, aiming fit the head, for if 
you striko them elsewhere it doos not 
tako much effect, and besidos it spoils 
tho skin." 

"What do you do with tho skin?" 

"Tho skin is very useful. It makes 
good rugs, nnd boots and shoes aro al- 
so made from it. 1 tell you, thoru is 
another sport that is largely indulged 
In, and that is swan shooting. Wo go 
out as much for tlio flesh, out it is 
rather strong eating. There aro any 
npiount of black swans to bo found, 
■ jn the colonies, but tho white yarioty is 
spmowhat of n rarity. Occasionally 
wo go in for pelican shooting, b'lt tho 
bjrd is living out and in a few years I 



do not think wo win nave any ion. 
Tho greatest sport I think wo have is 
haro coursing. Tho dogs aro trained, 
and wo havo regular moots. Wo have 
a man whom we call the 'slipper,' who 
has tho dogs in leash and is on fooL 
Tho judge, who is mounted, follows 
close on his heels. Thoy go along un- 
til the haro is started, but both dogs 
must catch sight of tho haro bofore 
thoy aro slipped, so as to jjrivo thorn 
both a fair chance. Thoy aro thou, 
loosed, the judge follows, and the 
dog that oftenest turns tho haro wins 
tho prize. You know that often tho 
dog which kills tho haro loses tho prize. 
Should tho haro come on a fenco, tho 
dog that jumps it gets the prize, oven 
though ho may not havo turned tho 
haro as many times as his rival." 

"How do tho Americans compare 
with tho English in tho colonies?" 

"By Jove! you are looked on as a 
very smart race. Everything or any- 
thing that is American is regarded as 
something extraordinary. You know 
wo took tho idea from you of having 
trotting matches; before wo did only 
running races. But Miller, a pugilist, 
brought over a trotting horse from tho 
United States, and since then — that is 
three years now — trotting lias become 
somewhat fashionable, and I am really 
of opinion that soou thoy will bo 
patronizod fully as well as our running 
races. You should see how our ladies 
go to tlio races. Thoy dress then more 
than thoy do for a ball or a court re- 
ception. 1 kuow of ono lady who had 
her dress beaded with diamonds and 
had it deposited in tlio bank for safety 
to wear on a cup day, but, tin fortun- 
ately 'the weather was unpropitious. 
In fact, wo rovivo in our memories Ep- 
som of England."— Saw Francisco 
Chronicle.

"Ono day for some reason the dinner 
was postponed, hut tho cat camo iu at 
the usual hour. Sho vyas evidently 
much disconcerted at seeing nothing 
going on, walked onco or twico discon- 
solately round tho table, thou disap- 
peared.

Tho Cheap John plan is largely dealt in 
and catch-penny lines such as — 19j( cents, 
49 conts, 74k conts aro conspicuous around 
these sepulchres of legitimate trade. 

In a country where a silver dime is tho 
smallest coin such exhibits are ridiculous 
enough to make a door-knob grin. 

Commercial excrosencea, called cheap 
sales, the outgrowth of trade depression, 
present strange incongruities, none appear 
greater than tho spectacle of a well-to-do 
lady who can well afford to pay a fair 
prico for whatever she may requiro, en- 
gaged in a scramble to procuro the same 
for a few conts less. 

At theso Bi-annual "Sells" (tho vern- 
acular for Sales), Snlu-o maniaos lacking 
astuteness often find themselves in tho 
condition of their purchase — "Sold."

FUTURE ■ OF THE ENGLISH- 
SPEAKING RACES. 

Wo havo before ua in pamphlet form 
an oasay that was road before tho conven- 
tion of tho North American St. George's 
Union, at Chicago, August 20th last, on 
the subject of the "Future Relations' of 
the English-npeakiug Communities." 
When this essay is compared with Prof, 
beoiey's now book, "The Expansion of 
England," which we reviewed a short time 
ago, it is interesting to noto tho complete 
antithesis they form. The larger work 
looks forwurd to a final federation of 
England and her colonies, while tho oosay 
predtctu uu exactly opposite consumma- 
tion. Tho writer of tho essay describes 
tho English-speaking communities as those 
political societies having their coats in tho 
British Isles, North America, Australasia 
and South Africa, which have for a com- 
mon inheritance tho language, literature, 
laws and habitudes popularly described as 
Anglo Saxon. Of tho whole number of 
individuals constituting the group more 
than one-half aro embodied in a single 
community occupying an extensive and 
compact territory (United States) although 
its characteristics aru modified by exten- 
sive admixture with other race elements. 
"Bordering upon tho United States is 
another member of tho family, similarly 
possessed of an ample and contiguous ter- 
ritory, oxeroiaing political independence 
without formal sovereignty, pursuing 
somewhat less rigidly a like commercial 
policy, having a more active sense of the 
family unity, less affected by the prop.anco 
of Teutonic and Celtic elements of popu- 
lation ; but, on the other hand, joined with 
a numerous and persistent sub-society of 
Latin (French) origin and tendencies." 
In Australasia are several political organ- 
isms, Anglo-Saxon in descent and disposi- 
tion, burdened at present with grave 
problems connected with the native tribes 
whom thoy havo supplanted. In South 
Africa tiro two adjacent societies weighted 
by a native question still moro perplexing 
than that of Australia. "Last in order of 
review comes the parent community, 
small as to its portion of the solid earth, 
but swarming, rich, industrious, pro- 
gressive and enterprising. This momber j 
of the family has a domestic question of 
tho first importance in the guise of a sub- 
community, amongst whose population 
poverty, ignorance, discontent, resent- 
ment and turbulence largely prevail." 
This, the writer says, is a hurried view 
of the relations of Iho English-speaking 
communities, and he adds: "The status 
and theso relations aro admittedly unsat- 
isfactory, nor havo they the elements of 
permanence. Will Canada, for example, 
bo forever content with tho fact of na- 
tionality, obscured as it is by the appear- 
ance of dependence i True, there is a 
sentimental satisfaction in the existing 
connection with the mother country, and 
that sentiment counts for much in hu- 
man affairs, we know by universal ex- 
ptrionco and by tho pain which Canadians 
feel at tho mere suggestion of a change. 
But in the daya when she shall bo popu- 
lous and rich, she must foderato with 
Groat Britain or separate from it. In 
thoao days every avenue to power and dis- 
tinction must be open to hor sons in a 
British Confederation, or alio must endow 
them with satisfying careers in other 
directions. It cannot bo that her states- 
men will forever rest content with minor 
honors; nor, on the other hand, will the 
central government perpetually charge 
itself with the defence of Canada and her 
interests without an effective video in the 
diroction of hor affairs and a substantial 
contribution in aid of imperial expendi- 
ture. And tho case will bo tho same, in 
both aspects with regard to Australia and 
South Africa, though probably not so 
soon. What, then, aro to bo tho relations 
of the future ? Tho writer believes that 
tho United States will continue hor inde- 
pendent career, probably extending her 
boundaries, in time, to tho Isthmus of 
Darien, Canada, grown too largo for tho 
present bonds, "will, doubtless, dallj 
awhile with impossible schemes of con- 
fedoration centering in the device of an 
imperial parliament and cabinet at Lon- 
don, and then take her place in tho family 
of nationB in the habit of a constitutional 
monarchy, presided over by a dynasty, 
deriving descent from the present be- 
loved Queen. But tho social fibre of tho 
new kingdom will bo found incapable of 
sustaining a throne and court, and the 
monarchy, bo useful in bridging a chasm 
on the journey, will peacefully disappear, 
to bo as quietly succeeded by a republic, 
constituted according to the lights of those 
later, and it may be better days." Then, 
our writer thinks, Canadians will begin to 
ask thomsolves why they should bo 
separated from their brethren at their 
doors, and the end will be that they will 
quietly unite themselves with the United 
States. "The Australian colonies will, 
to all appearances, soon unite in a con

transition from colon nil dependence iu a 
republic will, doubtless, come later in 
point of time. It is likely to bo made by 
a direat single step, and with this further 
exception, that tho seat of national gov- 
ernment will always remain in Australia, 
although the republic is destined to spread 
over the greater part of Ocean ica. And 
the African colonies will in due time fol- 
low tho same course. "But how will it 
faro with tho dear old mother at home, 
after her children, all grown to manhood, 
shall have staated out in life for them- 
selves? Will her glory or hor fortune be 
dimmed, or her natural force abated / 
Confidently may go forth tho answer; She 
will bo no whit tho less active, or happy, 
or flourishing. * * * And when law 
and government in Ireland shall havo 
boon established, upon Iho only true 
foundation, so that equity and reason are 
satisfied, folly and iniquity may vainly 
dash their heads against tho rocks and 
England will have made a conquest at her 
very door worth to hor far mure than tho 
boasted Indian empire." And England's 
destiny is to bo tho educator and moral 
and religious teacher of tho world, which 
is the mission of tho Anglo Saxon race. 
"Nowhoro else will bo found such con- 
centration of numbers, wealth, culture, 
knowledge, leisure, social life, and of 
whatever else best ministers to the senses 
and faculties of civilized society. Whether 
for recreation or instruction, it is to En»- 
land that tho seeker will increasingly turn 
for his highest qualification." 

OHO WNER'S Q UE8TS. 

The Guardian stales in an item that 
"about twenty murders have been coin- 
pitted since tho present government came 



into ofiico." This is interesting. It is 
likewise untrue. A largo quantity of rain 
lias fallen in New Westminister lately, of 
which tho Guurdian has taken considerable 
notice, yet it haB not blamed tho prosunt 
government, which it might havo dono 
with as much reaBon as bringing them to 
account for the number of murders. 
Several other sentences state that "it re- 
quires no great stretch of the imagination 
to suppose that our local rulers aro the 
patrons of assassins;" that "they aro dis- 
honored by a group of irresponsible thugs 
called ministers." "Tho law that pro- 
hibits tho holding of a coronor's inquest 
waa prepared deliberately to shield assas- 
sins," With tho first two sentences we 
will have nothing to say. Thoy condemn 
thomsolves by their extravagance of ex- 
pression. With tho last wo will moroly 
stato that tho coroner's inquest law ro- 
forred to wa3 framod and passed by the 
lato Walkom-Beaven government, who, 
according to the Guardian, aro the friends 
of thu murderer. Scarcoly 0110 coroner's 
bill was paid by tho lato government, and 
for this reason vory few inquests wero 
hold. Since tho present government came 
into power thoy haye reluxod tho law to 
such an estont that in tho event of a 
coroner deeming it necessary to hold nn 
inquost it can bo dono, and their foes 
paid. 

THE NEWS. 

Tho intelligence from Egypt is of a most 
diaquioting character. Germany, Austria, 
Russia and France havo protested against 
tho division of the Egyptian revenues as 
proposed by Gladstone. It is to bo 
feared that the liberah have succeeded at 
last in isolating Great Britain, and that 
sho is not henceforth to bu regarded as a 
member of the great European family. 



CANNED SALMON. 
Wliait lnt> been l>ou<> 10 Prove 

its WIlOlRSOUICllCSS. 

Office ok the Aqent General for 
British Colombia, :iC Finshuky 
Circus, London, E.G., 

5th September, 1884. 

To the Editor: — You will remember 
at a meeting held at tho Health Exhibi- 
tion on the 1st of .June, it was arranged 
that Mr. Eugene Jones and myself should 
do what wo could to havo cookery demon- 
strations of tinned salmon at the lecture 
room in tho exhibition, and if possible ar- 
range for the press to bo present. 

Wo bog to stato that in conformity with 
theso instructions Mr. Eugene Jones sent 
a good supply of the articlo to Mrs. Clarko 
to be used for the lecture, and that very 
successful dishes, such as mayonnaise, 
croquette and scallop, &c, was prepared, 
and seemed to be highly appreciated by 
the audience, who took careful notes as 
the lectures proceeded. 

We wore not successful in getting tho 
press to the lectures, and therefore con- 
sidered jtho next beat thing to do in the 
way of advertising was to insert tho fol- 
lowing paragraph, which appeared in 
several newspapers: 

"In view of thu importance of canned 
salmon as an article of diet, lectures with 
demonstrations are given at the Inter- 
national Health Exhibition under tho 
superintendence of Mrs. Edith Clarke, 
lady superintendent of tho National 
Training School of Cookery, South Kens- 
ington. Thursday is in particular act 
apart for demonstration, where canned 
salmon is cooked and served in three dif- 
ferent ways — mayonnaise, croquette and 
scallop. Already thero is exported an- 
nually from British Columbia canned 
salmon to the extent of 10,000,000 lbs., 
valued at about £200,000 sterling, and 
the trade is largely 011 tho increase. Tho 
pack of tho Pacific coast, tho produce of 
all the rivers from Alaska in the north to 
the Sacramento river in the south, makes 
the total output annually in round figures 
one million cases, each containing 48 lbs. 
Of the above total Great Britain takes 
about 250,000 cases, the United States 
300,000 cases, and Canada and Australia 
70,000. 

' The retail price of the best brands is 
about 7d or Kd per lb., and exports claim 
that 011 the two important points of econo- 
my and nutrition canned salmon compares 
favorably with any other article of diet." 

Wo cannot conclude this report without 
acknowledging the valuable cooperation 
we received from Mrs. Edith Clarke, lady 
superintendent of the National Training 
School of Cookery.

Methodism has, since Iho days 
of Wesley, regarded tho liquor traffic us, 
practically, a sin against God and a crime 
against humanity. As a church, wo ar- 
raign and condemn tho manufacture, sale, 
and use of intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age. Wo consider it to be the duty of the 
Stato to prohibit, instead of licensing any 
social or moral evil. We gratefully ac- 
knowledge the existence and philanthropic 
labors of the various organizations for the 
suppression of thiR great pvil, and pray 
that each of them may have the direction 
of infinite wisdom and tho benediction of 
bouiidloaB grace. Wo would especially 
mention the "Woman's Christian Tern - 
peianco Union," which by its self-denying 
labors has dono so much to reclaim the 
drunkard, raatoro to homo its happiness, 
and load Inst souls to the Savior. To sum 
up: (1) Wo reyard thu liquor traffic as an- 
tagonistic to, and destructive of tho best 



interests, material, social and moral, of 
our country. (2) Wo beliovo prohibition 
to bo tho true remedy for this evil. (3) 
Wo consider the prevailing sentiment, and 
the extraordinary efforts now being put 
forth by tho people, irrespective of croed, 
sex or party, as presenting convincing 
evidence that tho proper time fur enact- 
ing a prohibitory measure has come, and 
believing tho "Canada Temperance Act" 
to be tho best available means of accom- 
plishing this object, we, tho ministerial 
and lay members of tho Toronto Confer- 
once of the Methodist church, do pludge 
ourselves heartily to unite in every lawful 
effort to pass and onforco this nuasure. 
(4) We would suggest moro systematic 
church work in the cause of temperance, 
by the frequent and earnest presentation 
of the subject from the pulpit and the cir- 
culation of temperance literature and total 
abstinence pledges in the congregations, 
Sunday schools, and homos of our people. 
(6) We strongly recommend tho uso of 1111- 
fermented wine at the sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper, in all our congregations.

The Temperance Convention. 

Last evening, in the lecture room of the 
Methodist church, a largo number of citi- 
zens of Victoria and temperance workers 
from Now Westminster, Nanaimoand tho 
local societies wero assembled in temper- 
ance convention. 

The Hon. John Robson occupied tho 
chair and opened the mooting with a few 
appropriate remarks, after which there 
was considerable discussion in referonco to 
affiliation with the Dominion Alliance. 
Discussion waa also gone into on the 
question of making a test of thu Scott 
act hero to ascortain tho pulso of tho 
people on tho question of prohibition, as 
that act virtually insured prhibition, 
Mention was also made of the fact that 
liquor was to be r.ulci at the fair grounds 
during the exhibition, and that illegally. 

Different speakers spoke oil the various 
matters and committees wero appointed to 
carry out tho wishes of the meeting. 

Mr. James McMillan moved that in tho 
opinion of this meeting it would bo desir- 
able to form a connection with tho Do- 
minion Alliance, and that Menus. Gray, 
Halfpenny, Spencer, McMillan and tho 
chairman bo a committee to go into and 
report on the matter. 

This was seconded and unanimously 
carried. 

It was moved by Mr. A. J. McLennan 
and seconded that Messrs, Hamilton, 
Sponcer, Rudiro and tho mover bu 11 com- 
mittee to get information as to the legality 
of tho sale of liquor at the exhibition, 
and if thoy found it was illegal, to take 
necessary measures to stop it. 

After a vote of thanks to the chairman, 
the convention adjourned to moot again 
to duy. 

CANADA. 

Terrible Accident on the Grand 
Trunk Kail way. 

Toronto, Out., Sept. 25.— Throe Pull- 
man cars and private car of Chief Engi- 
neer Haimaford, of tho Grand Trunk ex- 
press, for Montreal and Boston, loft tho 
track near Pickering station, between 
Toronto and Whitby, last night, owing to 
a broken frog, and went over a bank 25 
feet high. At the time of the accident it 
was very dark, and tho rain was pouring 
in torrents. The crash of the rolling cars, 
tho screams of women and tho groans and 
shrieks of the wounded, coupled with the 
intense darkness, all made a din and con- 
fusion which it was terrible to listen to. 
Tho horrors were multiplied when Chief 
Engineer Hannaford's coach took fire. 
The flames burned fiercely, despite tho 
pouring rain, and quickly communicated 
to tho Pullman coach that came next. A 
large number of townspeople quickly 
gathered and assisted in rescuing the pas- 
sengers from the burning Pullman, As 
quickly as possible tho passengers wero 
collected together and the roll was called, 
when it was found about a dozen wero in- 
jured, but none very seriously. How all 
escaped is a mystery. (Jne of tho coaches 
was smashed into kindling wood, and all 
were whirled over and over several times, 
yet many escaped absolutely unhurt, 
while most of tho wounds aro of a slight 
character. Tho injured persons wero 
taken to Whitby, where medical aid was 
at onco procured. The damage to tho 
track and rolling stock is estimated to 
reach 8100,000. 



A Tnle JLifc Preserver. 

A new lifo preservor has boon Invontou 
O Leduc, a resident of San Francisco. 
It is Composed of tulu rcodo, cuuiprisill|/ 

sixteen bunchos, bound at each oud with 
wire, and without tho canvas covering so 
common to tho cork life preservers. The 
Board of Inspectors of steam vessels at 
Washington has alroady adopted tho now 
invention, and a factory for the maufac- 
turo of the lifo preservers is about to bo 
established at Stockton. Goodall, Per- 
kins & Co. aro associated with tho inven- 
tor in tho enterprise, and it is the inten- 
tion to immediately cut 200 tons of tulo, 
sufficient for the production of a hundred 
thousand lifo preservers. A considerable 
number of men will also be employed. 
Tho avorago weight of tho tulo life pre- 
server is four pounds; that of tho cork, 
sovon pounds. Besides being far cheaper, 
it is also claimed 'hat the tulo life preser- 
vor has double tho buoyancy of that of 
tho cork. Tho main objection to the 
cork life preservers, now m common uso, 
is that straw, etc., are in their manufac- 
ture concealed iuaitlu tho covering, thus 
rendering them virtually useless in time 
of danger. From tho nature of its con- 
struction, the tulo lifo preserver is free 
from all such defects.

The Naval Review. 

A BEAUTIFUL AND INTER- 
ESTING SIGHT. 

The Day's Proceedings. 



Yeatarday morning dawned bright and 
beautiful, tho warm rays of old Sol mak- 
ing tho day as pleasant as in J"uno. The 
rain of tho previous morning had tho ef- 
fect of rondoring tho roads devoid of dust 
and nothing could have made it more 
agreeable for tho naval roviaw and inspec- 
tion. At 9:i50 the artillery, composed of 
one battery of blue jackets with two nine- 
poundur held pieces and two Gardiner 
guns, wore landed at Spratt's wharf, and 
got into line on Store atreol near John- 
eon. A little later on, fi™ i uupanios of 
blue jackets, three com aiuos of Koyal 
Marino Light Infantry ai 1 ono company 
of marine artillery, F ul-d by the Swift- 
suro band, marched u t > from Rock B' y, 
where they had diaani barked from tho 
small craft of the fleet. Coming up with 
tho artillery everything was soon in march- 
ing order, the artillery being first, then 
the bund heading tho marines, pioneers 
.-■.!id ambulance corps, the infantry and 
marine artillery being last. The order 
was given and tho little army marched to 
the martial tuno of tho "British Grena- 
diers" up Johnson, along Government to 
Humboldt, thence along that street to tho 
park ontrauce and to tho grounds at tho 
hill. Tho men as thoy passed along with 
a quick ii nil step prusouted a tine appear- 
ance, nearly all being strapping fellows, 
tho red coats and white helmets of the 
marines contrasting pleasingly with tho 
light and dark blue uniforms and straw 
hats of the bluejackets. 

The CO nun nder of tho day was Capt. 
Brand, who arrived lately from England 
to take tho place "I I 'apt. Aitchison. 
Lieut. Langfurd vva= battalion leader; 
Lieut. Bare, right loader; Lieut. Yander- 
Byl, left loader; Lieut, tho lion. Bethol 
was in command of the artillery, and 
Maj. Robinson was in command of the 
marines, in all there would bu about 
U00 officers and men in tho field. Im- 
mediately after arrival at the hill tho 
whole force was drawn into line, and Ad- 
miral Lyons, accompanied by Capt. 
Brand, and tho Admiral's stall', inspected 
the men and their accoutrements. After 
inspection they marched past in column 
companies to the right, the battery march- 
ing in quick time. After countermarch- 
ing with trailed arms, tho whole force 
inarched paHt. in quarter column on the 
double, moving almost aa one man, and 

truly wonderful unison. After the halt 
was made tho order was givou to pile 
arms, and a general charge was made on 
the canteen, where refreshment in the 
shape of beer was dispensed to tho 
thirsty troops. 

At 11 tho buglu sounded fall in, and 
wheeling iu quarter column, thoy again 
formed line and went through tho man- 
ual and firing exercise, showing their 
thorough drill training by tho simul- 
taneous movements of tho whole lino, 
tho volley firing being like one shot. 
Thoy then broke Into columns to the right, 
formed into companies, and the order was 
given for quick march. The battery was 
then put through tho firing exercise, No. 
1 gun tiring splendidly several times in 
quick succession, No. 2 gun not working 
satisfactorily, On tho order being given 
to dismount tho guns, a few seconds saw 
thoir different parts distributed in various 
portions of tho field. Tho infantry then 
advanced in skirmishing fire with reserves 
in the roar, which wore brought up grad- 
ually until all weru in action, and fnailado 
after fusdade of rattling shots rilled the 
air. They then advanced on the double 
quick with oheors, the artillery mounted 
their pieces and camo up, and then tho 
total force formed into companies again 
and retired in order. 

Pile arms was again sounded and an- 
other onslaught made on the canteen, 
after which they reformed and marched 
in ono column of four deep in the same 
order in which they came, down the park 
road to the now wharf, where they em- 
barked and proceeded to thoir respective 
vesaela at Baquimnlt. 

The whole of tho morning's proceedings 
wore very interesting, and woru witnessed 
by a large number of spectators from a 
commanding position on the hillside. 
The varied uniforms of tho different com- 
panies, tho enlivening strains of the 
Swiftsuro band, and the hill dotted with 
carriages tilled with tho fair sex, and 
hundruds of sight eoera on foot made the 
whole a most beautiful pioture. Every- 
thing passed off without accident or mar, 
and tho review of our' country's defenders 
was productive of much pleaRuro to those 
who witnessed it. 

School Holiday. 

Tho Victoria school trustees have de- 
cided to give tho children under thoir 
chargo a holiday to-day. The schools 
will therefore bo closed and the young 
people will have an opportunity at 
the show gruunds of seeing what the hu3y 
workers of tho world are about. Tho 
action of tho trustees is altogether to ba 
commended. 

Drowninci Acoidknt. — On Tuesday 
Miss Mary Van Cleave, daughter of .Judge 
Van Cleavo of Pacific county, VV, T. , was 
drowned. She started to go to tho post- 
oflico in a row boat, and it is siqinosed 
that while stooping to bail out some water 
iu the bottom of the boat she slipped, 
struck her head and tell stunned into the 
water. When found alio had a bad bruiso 
on hor face, and this seems the most prob- 
able explanation of the accident, as, 
being an excellent swimmer, she could 
otherwise have savod herself.

At 29 minutes to 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning, as 1 ono of the keepora at tho pri- 
son was passing thu cell of George F. Til- 
bury, the veterinary surgeon, who was taken 
to gaol tho other evening for safe-keeping 
on account of mental trouble, he saw Til- 
bury standing at his coll door with his 
faco squeezed through tho wicket. 

"Good morning," saluted tho guard. 

"Good morning," replied tho prisoner. 
"Look hero, I'm going to tho Driard 
IIouso to got my breakfast." 

"Aro you betterl" asked the kooper. 

"Better! I'm well. Never was sick. 
And I've got a rushing appetite. See 
here — look! havo tho horBos put in the 
carriago for mo at sharp eight. Get tho 
grays." 

"All right," replied tho koopor and 
passed out with a prisoner who was to 
perform his ablutions at the tap. 

In a fow minutes the keeper and tho 
abluted prisoner passed Tilbury's coll 
again. Tho face had disappeared from 
the wickot. Tho keeper peered into tho 
cell, but saw no ono. He called, but got 
no answer. All was as still as death. 
This ho considered strange as tho unfor- 
tunate man had maintained a continual 
outcry over since his committal. Calling 
another keeper tho two opened tho door 
and entered tho cell. There lay Tilbury, 
divestod of all clothing, stone dead on tho 
floor! In the interval that had elapsed 
between the conversation and tho roturu 
of the keeper,tho prisoner had fallen back- 
ward from tho wickot and died instantly.

He 
docs not anticipate tho lossons and tho 
discipliuo of tho ages, but he shows us 
how to deal with circumstances in such 
a manner as to secure the good instead 
of tho evil influence. Now conditions, 
fresh discoveries, uuoxpooted horrors 
opening boforo us, will, no doubt, soon 
carry us beyond thoscopoof Emerson's 
surmise; but wo shall not easily im- 
prove upon his aim and attitude. In 
tho space beyond the stars there 
may bo marvels such as It has not en- 
tered Into tho mind of man toconoolvo; 
but there, as hero, tho right way to 
look will still bo upward, and the right 
aspiration bo still towards humbleness 
and charity.

Sort Wood for Fuel. 



"I understand," said a cow-county 
politician, walking into thoollicoof tho 
local paper the other day. revolver iu 
hand, "I understand that you called 
nio a liar in your paper this morning?"

In portions of tho country where 
hickory, maple, and white oak abound, 
little use is made of tho soft woods as 
fuel. Many regard thom as nearly 
worthless for that purpose. In tho 
west, where wood for fuel is scarce, 
farmers havo been advised to plant 
harawood trees for producing lire- 
wood. Thoy have been told that hard- 
wood is worth twice as much as soft 
for heating and cooking purposes, 
while the expense of cutting and haul- 
ing is nearly tho same. Admitting all 
theso statements to bo correct, it does 
not follow that it is advisable to plant 
trees producing hardwood if tho object 
is to obtain fuel in the shortest time 
possible. Tho maple, hickory, hooch, 
and while oaks are of very slow growth. 
Trees set out in one's childhood will 
not be of very largo sizo when the 
planter reaches old age. Most of 
these trees will not grow well except 
on soils that are very favorable to 
thom. Willows, poplars, and white- 
wood trees, however, will grow almost 
anywhere. Thoy are easily propagat- 
ed by cuttings as well as by sowing 
tho soed. Their growth is very rapid. 
Especially iH this tho case with thu va- 
rious Icintlo oi willows. Thov aro 
among the lirst trees to put out 1ohy«h 
In the spring, ana lIirj wittuM m 
grow until heavy frosts appear in tho 
tall. Good fuel can be obtained from 
willow trees that have been planted out 
but live or six years. As souu uu tho 
trunks aro cut oil sprouts will appear, 
which in tho course of a few years will 
become stately trees. The wood is 
certainly not tho best. Il is, however, 
very easily obtained, and will provo 
bettor than most persons suppose. Tho 
trees should bo lolled aud tho wood 
cut in suitablo longths early enough in 
tho season to allow it to become thor- 
oughly seasoned before the approach 
of winter. Jt will dry well if the hark 
remains on tho wood. Many think 
that it dries better if tho sticks stand 
nearly upright than if they arc corded 
up. When dry, tho wood should bo 
protected from llio rain and snow. 

Prof. Jaeger would havo everything 
worn by mankind made from sheep's 
wool, which must bo oilhor white or 
dyed with harmloss chemical colors, no 
aniline colors being permissible. Ex- 
perience, ho maintains, has shown that 
knit woolen fabric is tho best Cvor 
this underclothing plain upper clothing 
should bo worn, no overcoats, no 
great-coats, no cloaks finding a place 
in his idoai costume. As tho breast 
must be well protected, tlio portions of 
the garments covering it aro made of 
a doublo layor of fabric for ladies as 
well as gentlemen. Hats and caps, 
ho insists, should also bo made of 
wool. Bods must likewise bo made of 
sheep's wool. Floors of dwellings, he 
holds, should properly ho oiled, and
